Now In order to set his claim before 
Congress with the prospect of success, 
Mr. S c o t t will find it necessary to 
prove that the road he proposes to 
build will be worth $234,720,000 more 
to the nation than tlie one the S o u th ­ 
ern Pacific is now building. This it 
will be difficult to do in the face of the 
fact that the Southern Pacific is build­ 
ing a first class steel rail track, and 
have already completed about six h u n ­ 
dred miles of road. 
Between the of­ 
fer of the Southern Pacific, made 
through Mr. H u n t i n g t o n , and the 
conditions stipulated by the Texas P a­ 
cific, through Mr. S c o t t , there is a 
difference very 
great indeed, 
and 
the amount saved by the accept­ 
ance of the first named company’s 
proposition is so enormous that Con­ 
gress can only pass the Texas Pacific 
subsidy bill at the expense of its repu­ 
tation for honesty. 
The people are so 
strongly opposed to subsidy, tlmt the 
reckless, not to say venal throwing 
away of nearly three hundred and fif­ 
ty million dollars of the public funds 
would raise such a storm of indigna­ 
tion that no m em ber who voted in fa­ 
vor of the job, would ever be re-elect­ 
ed, and every supporter of the outrage 
would, whether guilty or not, go forth 
with the brand of public denunciation 
and years of protestation of innocence 
would not free them from the suspi­ 
cion of having robbed the people for 
the bribe of a corporation. 
Competi­ 
tion which seems to be the trum p 
card of Mr. S c o t t and his associates, 
would not, were it something more 
tangible than a mere name, justify the 
reckless extravagance 
and willful 
waste of the peoples’ money which the 
rejection of the Southern Pacific’s of­ 
fer, and a compliance with the Texas 
Pacific’s demand would involve. 
But 
in truth this competition bludgeon is 
in reality only a stuffed club. 
The 
people are beginning to understand 
that railroad competition is all sound 
and bombastsignifying nothing. R ail­ 
road combinations are the long years 
of calm that follow the few days of 
competitive storm. 
The history of 
railroad operations 
in the United 
States offers abundant evidence to 
prove th at for 
every dollar saved 
through short lived competition the 
people have been done out of one h un­ 
dred dollars in the shape of subsidy 
and subscription to “competition rail­ 
roads.” 
People familiar with the rail­ 
road operations of Colonel S c o t t do 
not need to be told that competition is 
not, nor never has been his forte. 
He 
is ingenious in effecting combinations 
with rival roads—combinations which 
always enhance the profits of the cor­ 
porations and increase the cost of 
transportation. 
W hat reason 
have 
the people for supposing th a t Mr. S c o t t 
would depart from this life-long policy 
in the m anagem ent of the Texas Pa­ 
cific, and even though Congress should 
guarantee him the vast sum lie de­ 
mands? 
None whatever. 
W e all 
know how futile have been all at­ 
tempt to prevent these combinations 
by legislative enactment. So far the 
power which caused the passage of the 
law has found means to evade the law. 
Aud thus it will continue. No m at­ 
ter whether built w ith public funds or 
individual subscription, railroads are 
private property and as such are be­ 
yond the reach of State or national 
control. 
We all grow eloquent in 
support of the right of States and na­ 
tion to regulate the affairs of railroads 
built, or partly built w ith public mon­ 
ey, but we are beginning to fail in 
our appreciation of a right we cannot 
exercise or enforce. 
Nothing is more 
absurd than the idea that S c o t t will 
operate a competitive railroad. 
He 
does not do th a t kind of business and 
the wisdom of Congress is not equal to 
the task of compelling him to enter 
into it. 
We advise all who have the 
interest of Southern 
California at 
heart, to read and digest Mr. H u n ­

A few minutes after he died 
A sailor kindly brought him some wa­ 
ter, hut ids mouth was filled with co­ 
agulated blood and he could not drink 
it. I then attended a young lady who 
was screaming for help. 
She was de­ 
nuded of all her clothing from her 
waist. 
I covered her with some sheet­ 
ing. She was wounded in her back. 
She had been struck with a bar of Iron 
from the deck’s railing.

points which will themselves bear cor­ 
rection. 
You say, properly enough, 
that tiie Southern Pacific is “ not a 
branch of the Central. 
It is entirely 
a distinct road, extending Southeast­ 
ward toward the mouth of the Colora­ 
do river, where it will, if extended, 
meet the route of tiie Texas and I’a- 
cillc at Fort Yuma, 772 miles from 
San Francisco, about 500 miles being 
now completed.” 
You then add, “ It 
nowhere touches the Central Pacific,” 
which is a mistake, “ and is neither 
owned nor worked by that corporation, 
though the same men control both 
corporations,” which, unless explain­ 
ed, is liable to give a wrong impres­ 
sion. 
The Southern Pacific system of roads 
is quite distinct and independent from 
that of the Central Pacific; but their 
lines do touch and connect at two 
points—San Jose, where the short 
branch of the latter intersects the 
main line of the former, and again at 
Goshen, where the Tulare branch of 
the Southern Pacific connects with 
one extending up the San Joaquin val­ 
ley from the Central Pacific road. 
As a matter of fact, about 100 miles

The Hoard of Education met last evening, 
I’resident Jam es In Hie cliolr. Present a full 
Board, Dr. L ucky,Superintendent, also pres­ 
ent.Messrs. Llchtenbergor and Kulirts, m em ­ 
bers of the City Council, were present in re­ 
gard to the special levy for school purposes. 
Action was deferred until after the next 
Council meeting. 
Bills ot Perry, Woodworth A Co., 80, 
Bonesteel A Co., $7 50, Sowing 
Ma­ 
chine Exchange, $2 50; County Recorder, 
$3 85; California Pott, $4, and I. Frye, $77, were 
allowed. 
The bill of Y ainell, Cnystlle A Brown, 
$18 50, was referred to Superintendent Lucky. 
The bill of Gilbert A Moore, balance due on 
furniture, $028 05, was audited. 
Stack pole Bro’s bill for repahlng eloeks, 
$9 50, was allowed. 
A report from the City Treasurer was pre­ 
sented and the Finance Committee was In­ 
structed to exam ine the account. 
A com m unication was read from Mrs. F. A. 
Pat leer, stating that her contract with tho 
School Hoard would not expire until the end 
of ilic school year, aiul that she was ready to 
comply with her part of the contract. 
Mrs." Parker was allowed to address the 
Board, which she did from u written paper, 
rending the law and staling that two teachers 
of the Spring street school were allowed In 
accordance with the law. She stated her 
grievances, and the promises m ade to her by 
Dr. Lucky and others. She says that she was 
teaching'a double num ber of scholars, and 
tlm l she acted as Janitor and washed her 
own towels. She said that she liad presented 
her petition to Messrs. Barrows, W ldney and 
K roner, hut iliey liad not placed it before the 
Board, W hen she did present her case she 
was abruptly dismissed. 
Dr. Kurts asked Dr. Lucky to m ake a state­ 
m ent. 
Mr. Jam es said no such application as Mrs. 
Parker mentioned was presented to the 
Board. 
Dr. Lucky said lie notified Mrs. Parker of 
her election and Hie salary of $80. It was a 
hard school and he repeatedly applied to 
have her salary raised but the Board refused. 
Mrs. Barker desired to have 4100 a m onth 
nnd late Inst year the Board allowed her $5 
additional per month for five m onths. It was 
expected tliatnn additional teacher would 
be required and she would be principal, but 
new schools took so m any of her scholars 
that her num ber was largely reduced. Mrs. 
Barker taught a prim ary school, and the 
Board had decided that the law did notapply 
to these schools. 
President Jam es said lie believed the law 
did apply to these schools. 
Mr. H uber said that question liad better be 
decided now. 
Kupt. Lucky said he thought the law would 
he repealed which caused this confusion. 
Dr. K urtz said so far as he knew no tencher 
was engaged for a year, but at the pleasure of 
the Board. It she was engaged for a year she 
m ust have a special com ract. 
Dr. Lucky made a statem ent as to' the 
crowded condition of the schools. 
Mr. Jackson thought we must act econom­ 
ically and build school houses In the future. 
51 r.Long said we m ust slop raising children 
or increase our school facilities. We m ust 
have greater school accommodations or drive 
im migration away. 
l)r. Lucky m ade a statem ent th at no sink­ 
ing fund had ever been levied to pay the 
bonds Issued for the building of the Higli 
School, though (lie law provided t hat fifteen 
cents tax on ilie hundred dollars should be 
levied annually. 
Dr. Lucky stated that $25.000 bonds would 
build fourteen rooms, and that if the rooms 
were ready there arc school children now ex­ 
cluded sufficient to fill them , 
Mr. Long stated that he had not found the 
first P’ttii, woman or child who objected to 
building now school houses. 
Mr. H uber coincided with these views. He 
did not bellevo in overtaxing teachers or 
crowding children Into sm all rooms. 
Dr. Lucky staled that In a day or two the 
school rooms on the hill would be crowded 
and ho would have to turn children away. 
On motion the Board adjourned, subject to 
the call of the President.
